WHITE HOUSE

RIDGWAY SAYS 
SOVIET ARMY 
IS STRONGEST

WASHINGTON lip — Gen. M at­ 
thew’ B. Ridgway says the Soviet 
arm y is "the m ost powerful land 
com bat force In being today." 
Ridgway, U.S. Arm y chief of 
staff, gave that estim ate of Rus­ 
sian land strength during Febru­ 
ary testim ony at a closed door 
session of a House Appropriations 
subcomm ittee. 
Rldgway’s 
testi­ 
mony was m ade public last night. 
He said the Soviet arm y is In 
an "excellent over-all state of com­ 
bat readiness" and Is "equipped 
and disposed to undertake a m a­ 
jor w ar with little w arning." 
Have Atomic Trainnig 
He said Soviet forces have been 
given "atom ic w arfare training” 
along with their conventional mili­ 
tary exercises. He spoke of a "sub­ 
stantial Im provem ent” In the "m o­ 
bility, firepower and com bat readi­ 
ness” of the Russian arm y. 
M oreover, he said, other Com­ 
m unist arm ies in Asia and Europe 
are being brought up to date with 
Russian help and "are gradually 
being molded into effective mod­ 
ern forces." 
Ridgway, 
who 
has

out­ 
spoken in opposing Army manpow­ 
er 
reductions, 
related 
that 
the 
Army had nearly com pleted its 
budget requests based on a re­ 
duced "new look" force of 1.173.- 
000 by mid-1956 when Secretary 
of Defense Wilson directed him tc 
trim his plans to 1,102,000. This 
cutback Is expected to save 940 
million dollars in the year start­ 
ing July I. 
“Little Warning” 
The Army chief of staff said Wil­ 
son’s new’ order cam e with "little 
w arning." He said th at "as far as 
1 know there were no opportuni­ 
ties to present our views before 
the National Security Council," the 
nation’s top m ilitary planning body 
headed by President Eisenhower. 
However, Ridgway said Eisen­ 
hower had been kept informed of 
his view that the cutback w’ould 
weaken the effectiveness of both 
the Army and the over-all U S 
m ilitary force. Although opposer 
to the Army cuts, Ridgway said 
he would follow orders. 
Ridgway voiced the opinion that

COURT PONDERS 
TRUST APPEAL 


PHILADELPHIA <3 — The Su­ 
prem e Court of Pennsylvania has 
taken under advisem ent appeals 
from the 18-year-old litigation In­ 
volving a trust fund set up by the 
late Frank F. Landis, Waynesboro, 
Pa., industrialist. 
Elizabeth L. Hershey, daughter 
and only rem aining beneficiary of 
the four Landis children originally 
named in the trust, appealed final 
settlem ent of the fund m ade last 
August by the Court of Common 
Pleas of Franklin County. The First 
National Bank and T rust Co. of 
Waynesboro, adm inistrator of the 
trust, also filed exceptions. 
The bank took over as trustee of 
the fund in 1930 from M ark H. 
Landis, son of 
the 
industrialist. 
That step was taken after several 
speculative enterprises with trust 
funds by M ark Landis had failed, 
leaving the bank as principal credl- 
j tor, involving some one million dol­ 
lars. 
When an accounting of the fund
